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There are some positions that 
breed security. Work for the Federal 
Government and it's almost 
impossible to lose your job. Get 
appointed to a big city, patronage 
position and even though the 
incumbent might get voted out of 
office, your job remains intact. 

The exact opposite is the 
occupation that does nothing but 
breed insecurity and even some 
paranoia. Near the top of the list 
has to be the precarious occupation 
of Major League Baseball Manager 
a job held at one time by just 26 
semi-masochists, who have reached 
the top of their profession, yet 
spend an inordinate number of theif 
waking hours wondering why they 
wanted the job so much anyway. 

Nick Leyva is 37 years old, the 
youngest manager in baseball. Heg 
in his third year as manager of the 
Phillies. To put this in some 
perspective, despite his youth and 
relative newcomer status as a big 
league skipper, the Southern 
California native is the Phillies 
manager with the longest tenure 
since Dallas Green was the boss 
man from 1979-1981. 

And an even more mind-blowing 
stat places Nick fourth in seniority 
among NL managers even though if 
seems that he just came on the 
Philadelphia sports scene. 

Despite his profession 
where the people he hast 
lead make an average of 
around $600,000 more 
than their boss, Leyva does 


not walk around scared to death 
about losing his job. He survives on 
confidence in his own ability to get 
the job done, and a wry, gallows 
sense of humor about the tightrope 
nature of his work. 

Leyva played three years in the 
St. Louis Cardinals minor league 
season before taking an offer to 
manage minor league ball in 1978. 
He managed six years before 
Whitey Herzog brought him to the 
big league club as a coach in 1984. 
Leyva coached first, then third for 
Herzog before his summons to 
Philadelphia by Lee Thomas. 

“I know I'm only going to be 
around here as long as my players 
compete and win," says the good- 
natured Leyva. “Г know I can 
manage in this league, and T'll do 
everything I can to make the 
Phillies a winner. But I can't sit 
around looking over my shoulder all 
the time and wonder what the front 
office and the players are thinking 
about the job I'm doing." 

Leyva went through some tough 
times in his first year trying to make 
the difficult jump from coach to 
manager. 

*As a coach, you're the guy who 
takes the players' gripes to the 
manager and the players all love 
you," he says, flashing that warm 
smile. “Then you become a 
manager, and you just can't be 
buddy-buddy with the players 
anymore. I'm learning to be a better 
communicator because that part of 
the job, and the daily dealings with 
the news media, can have you 
mentally exhausted some nights 
before the game even starts." 

When Leyva came to 
Philadelphia, he realized that the 
Phillies were a bad baseball team, 
and that he needed to exercise 
patience. He was able to do that 
throughout his first season and even 
into last year. But near the end of 
the 1990 season, certain players' 
performances were starting to wear 


him down and his disposition 
suffered. It was then that he 
announced he was through 
experimenting and the 1991 season 
would see the guys who could do 
the job play, and the ones that 
couldn't produce would be in the 
minor leagues. 

“I just think it's about time that 
we started to win games,” says 
Leyva. *I know we improved 10 
games last year, and [ want to do the 
same thing this year. But it's just not 
fair to the guys who bust their tails 
day after day to have to watch 
overmatched pitchers who can't 
throw а strike. I'm not going to put 
up with it this year, and I think in 
the long run we'll be a better 
ballclub if these players understand 
from the beginning that certain 
standards are expected from them, 
or somebody else will take their 
place!" 

Leyva received a contract exten- 
sion through 1992 on August 1 last 
year. He plans to finish that 
contract, then sign another one to 
manage the Phillies. Nick, his wife 
Chelé and son Casey will be moving 
into a beautiful new home this year 
in Palm Harbor, FL, about ten 
miles north of the Phillies training 
complex. A lot of good things are 
happening in Leyva's life right now. 
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Nick Leyva and all major league 
managers inhabit a world that can 
make strong men weak, and take a 
friendly, open man and turn him 
sullen and moody. Leyva still has a 
bounce to his step and a positive 
sound in his voice. He’s a good man 
who can manage in the big leagues. 
Only time will tell if his players will 
make his career a long or a short 
one. 

And nobody knows, nor 
understands this better than Nick 
Leyva.

* STOLEN BASES; Going into this 
season, he ranks fifth on the 
Phillies all-time list with 193. He 
needs seven more steals to join 
Sherry Magee, Larry Bowa and 
Juan Samuel as the only Phillies 
to reach 200. 

* WALKS: He ranks sixth with 
588 and should move up a notch after this season, 
thus trailing Willie Jones, Roy Thomas, Richie 
Ashburn and the leader, Mike Schmidt. 


* ON-BASE PERCENTAGE: His .367 percentage 
places him seventh, .004 behind Dick Allen. 


* HOME RUNS: Sits in ninth place with 124, trailing 
only Johnny Callison, Cy Williams and Chuck Klein 
among left-handed sluggers in Phillies history. 


* SEASON LEADER: He's led the Phillies twice each 
in walks, RBI, average and home runs and once in 
doubles and total bases.

Just under three hours later, what was left of the 55,352 who 
turned out in raw 47-degree weather, saw the Phillies wrap up a

million stadium. 


The Phillies started a tradition that year 
which has been repeated every Veterans 
Stadium season...bringing in the first ball 
in unusual fashion. An Arco “Go Patrol” 
helicopter dropped the first ball to catcher 
Mike Ryan, who made the catch after a 
brief bobble.

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Lenny Dykstra... 
"Man on a Mission" 


rom the very start of spring training last season, 
you had to get the sense that this wasn't going to be 
just any old year for Lenny Dykstra. The very first thing 
you noticed about him was his size. He was huge, 
some 25 pounds heavier than he was at the end of the 
1989 season. Skeptics felt the reason for the weight 
gain was that Lenny wanted to hit more home runs, a 
knock that had stuck with him since he had been with 
the Mets. ^I said all along that I didn't put on the 
weight to hit home runs, but nobody believed те,” 
Dykstra recalls. “1 gained the weight because in '89, I 
was drained physically by the end of the season. It was 
my first year playing everyday and by the end of the 
year, I had lost a lot of weight (he weighed 167). 

"So, last year I decided to bulk up so I could 
maintain my strength for the entire season, and it 
worked." 

Boy, did it ever. 

Dykstra put together а ‘сагеег’ year in '90 and in 
doing so, quickly established himself as one of 
baseball's brightest stars. He set career highs in 
virtually every category, leading the National League in 
on-base-percentage (.418), tying for the lead in hits 
(192), and finishing fourth in batting (.325). Lenny 
first began to make headlines when he took a lofty 
.400 average into early June. That resulted in an 
appearance on David Letterman, a cover shot on 
Sports Illustrated and his first-ever start in an All-Star 
game. 

Frequently, chants of "Lennnny" would fill Veterans 
Stadium whenever the scrappy little gamer would step 
up to the plate. Dykstra's success came as a big 
surprise to most of the baseball world, who had him 
labeled as a good platoon player that couldn't hit 
lefthanders. Of course, there was one person who 
Lenny's success came as no surprise to . . . Lenny. “I 
said all along that I was going to do some things this 
year that no one thought I was capable of doing, and I 
did it. 

"It was the first time I was able to go into a season 
and know that I was going to be in the lineup 
everyday. I was able to get into a set routine and stick 
with it. I was able to stay focused." 


Lenny stayed 'focused' enough to hit an incredible 
.427 with runners in scoring position and a lofty .339 
at Veterans Stadium, at which his popularity may be 
approaching that of founding father Ben Franklin. 

While Dykstra appreciates the fans' enthusiasm over 
his style of play, he's the type of person that would be 
satisfied with just coming to the ballpark and doing 
what he does best, play baseball. He doesn't play the 
game for the recognition or the fanfare, he plays 
because he enjoys to play, and he plays to win. That's 
the bottom line with Lenny, winning, and he's 
beginning to like what he sees with the Phillies. 

"I think we're not that far from being a real good 
team,” Lenny said. “If I didn't think so, I wouldn't have 
signed a three-year deal. When we are a contender, I 
want to be a part of it." 

Well, 1991 has arrived and Lenny ‘Nails’ Dykstra is 
bigger and better than ever. His uniform's dirty again, 
the wad of tobacco is in place and once again he's 
beefed up in the weight room, which is good news for 
Phillies fans, and bad news for the opposition. Lenny's 
on a mission this year to be on a winner, and it's a 
mission he'll do everything in his power to 
accomplish.

PHILLIES IN THE 
COMMUNITY 


ADOPT-A-SCHOOL PROGRAM: The Phillies have 
joined forces with the Philadelphia Department 
of Education to support the Adopt-A-School 
program. In the program, local businesses are 
asked to share their resources with surrounding 
schools. The Phillies have adopted two 
Philadelphia schools and have donated various 
types of merchandise to be used as 
rewards for achievement. And, a student 
from one of the schools was hired to help 
out in the Phillies public relations 
department. 


BASEBALL CAMPS: The Phillies offer 
baseball camps for children ages 7-15 
during July and August. They are run in 
conjunction with Sports Camps, Inc. The 
Phillies provide players and coaches for 
instruction and the highlight of the 
program is when the kids visit Veterans 
Stadium for a day of camp on the field. 


DRUG AND ALCOHOL AWARENESS: 
Recognizing the need to reach young people with 
education about substance abuse, the Phillies 
are fortunate to have the services of former Phil 
Dickie Noles on staff. Noles, who is a recovering 
alcoholic himself, is an effective speaker and 
shares his experiences with people of all ages. 
He offers ways to steer away from these 
dependencies. Over the past two seasons, Dickie 
has made nearly 100 appearances to schools, 
churches, youth organizations and prisons and 
he remains in constant demand. 


EXPLORERS PROGRAM: The Phillies provide an 
eight-week seminar for high school boys and girls 
interested in sports management as a career. 
The participants get a chance to see how a major 
league team operates. A member from each 
department in the front office visits each week to 
demonstrate what his or her role with the 
ballclub consists of. 


FILM LIBRARY: The Phillies offer an extensive 
collection of films and videos that can be 
borrowed for meetings, banquets, etc., at no 
charge.

HOME RUN DERBY: This batting 
contest for boys and girls is 
celebrating its 20th season in 1991. 
The ages of the participants range 
from 8 to 15 and last season, close to 15,000 
kids took part in close to 100 different 
communities in Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 
The highlight of the event comes in August when 
finalists from each age group travel to Veterans 
Stadium where the finals are held and the 
winners are presented their championship 
trophies. 


HOSPITAL GET-WELL PACKAGES: The Phillies 
receive many requests to send players to 
hospitals to visit patients and many times cannot 
accommodate all these requests. To help out, a 
get-well card and a "goodie package" will be sent 
out. They are free of charge and normally contain 
Phillies merchandise. 


IBM STUDENT PENNANT RACE: The Phillies have 
been involved with this program that puts em- 
phasis on schoolwork for the past four years. It is 
run in conjunction with IBM's overall sponsorship 
with Major League Baseball. Students who have 
achieved good grades are invited to a Phillies 
game where they will receive free tickets, hot 
dogs, soda and chips. A brief ceremony takes 
place at the Vet that includes Phillies owner Bill 
Giles, a Phillies player and an IBM representative. 


KNOTHOLE PROGRAM: This program gives kids, 
who otherwise may not have the opportunity, the 
chance to watch a Phillies game. Tickets are 
priced at just 25 cents each for kids 14 and 
under from a non-profit organization. Also, adult 
hospital groups are eligible for the program. 


MADD RED RIBBON CAMPAIGN: Phillies 
employees joined the Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving Red Ribbon Campaign this year. During 
the holiday season, participants were asked to tie 
a red ribbon on their car antennas, door handles 
or side mirrors as a reminder to both drivers and 
passengers not to drink and drive. 


OPERATION DESERT STORM PARTICIPATION: 
The Phillies did their part in helping the war 
effort in various ways. In response to a letter in 
October from a soldier stationed in Saudi Arabia, 
several Phillies players donated their gloves and 
the Phillies pitched in with balls, bats and hats so 
that troops could play baseball in their spare 
time. The Phillies also donated items to a 
luncheon for family members of soldiers at a 
local military base and sponsored 5,000 
Philadelphia “postcards” sent to soldiers on the 
USS Saratoga.

PHILLIES SPEAKERS BUREAU: The Phillies are 
wellrepresented out in the community by players, 
coaches, broadcasters and front-office personnel. 
In 1990, 230 appearances were made to 

numerous schools, youth groups, special events 
and civic groups. 

RECYCLING PROGRAM: In July 1990, the Phillies 
organization initiated a recycling program in an 
effort to help preserve our environment. With the 
joint efforts of front office staff and super box 
holders, the organization has collected a vast 
amount of aluminum cans and office paper for 
recycling purposes. Proceeds from these efforts are 
‘donated to a local charity at the conclusion of the 
baseball season. 


ROOKIE LEAGUES: The Phillies helped to kick off 
Rookie Leagues baseball in Philadelphia in 1989 
and the league has been steadily growing. In 1990, 
3,000 kids participated in 18 leagues, and this 
"season, the numbers are expected to jump to 
4,000 kids in 25 leagues. 


VISIT THE VET: "Visit the Vet" is a tour given by 
e Phillies of Veterans Stadium. The tours are 
available to area schools from November until 
"March. Last season, 40 schools were given a

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DASEBALL, 
JAPANESE STYLE

F. the third time in the last five years, a group of Major 
League All-Stars played a series in Japan against the Japanese 
All-Stars. Twenty-six ML Stars played eight games last fall 
(November 2—10) in five different ballparks. The Japanese 
squad included 28 players and 35 pitchers, of which 
only two pitched more than once. Two years ago, 
the ML Stars were 3-2-2. This time around, Japan 
held the edge, 4-3-1. I was fortunate to accompany 


the team to handle media relations. Here are some 
of my observations about Japanese baseball.

Highest paid player is 37-year-old 

Chunichi Dragons outfielder Hiromitsu

League in homers (34), RBI (102),

The Oldest park in Japan is 
Koshlen Stadium, home of the 
Hanshin Tigers in Osaka.

Baseball in Japan isn't too different from the 
United States. There are two leagues of six 
ams each. League champions meet in the 
bestof-seven Japan Series. As was the case in 
lie USA, the Japan Series produced а four- 
gore sweep by the Seibu Lions over the 

ighly-rated Yomiuri Giants. 

One league (Pacific) uses the designated 
hitter. The other (Central) doesn't. 

Three strikes and you are out. Four balls 
means a walk. Three outs in an inning. Yet, 
here are some differences: 

9 Umpires rarely call a checked swing a 
strike. On the entire tour, we appealed 
many times and got a strike called only 
three times. 


® Umpires even more rarely call balks. 


9 Fans return all foul balls but they keep home 
runs. 


® Most of the scoreboards flash the speed of 
each pitch in kilometers. 144 km is 90 
miles per hour; 160 km, 100 mph. Rob 
Dibble recorded the highest mark on the 
four, 154 km. 

Ø Only мо of the five stadiums in which we 
played had organists. The "music" is 
provided by trumpet players (a drummer 
added on some occasions). These 
Irumpeters park themselves in the outfield 
bleachers and are non-stop. Each team has 
ils own song. The trumpets would blare 
and the fans would respond with a song or 
chant: "Hit the ball hard, Mr. Ochiai." 
Each team also has its own large flag 
which is waved during the cheering. Fans 
added to the rhythmic noise by beating on 
plastic, megaphone+type devices. 


While the bleacher fans cheer, the rest of 
the fans sit in virtual silence. 


There is no booing. "Their fans are 100 
percent behind the players. Whether a guy 
is hitting .100 or .400, they're behind 
him," said Cecil Fielder, who played in 
Japan in 1989. 


Dugouts are deeper than they are long. The 
depth is to accommodate two rows ы а 
for the players. 

Field level photo booths are longer than the 
dugouts. On the tour, we averaged over 
125 still photographers daily. 


Home teams use two batting cages at the 
same time for batting practice. Two 
pitchers alternate throwing to two hitters. 
(This custom was not used on the tour.) 

A Japanese pitcher will begin warming up 
in front of the dugout after his team has 
made two outs in an inning. 


PA announcers are women, a custom 
which at first sounded rather strange but 
became very pleasing. 
When there is a sellout, the stadium issues 
“lucky money" (100 yen coin] to club 
officials and employees. Two of our games 
in the Tokyo Dome were sold out. 


There is no seventh-inning stretch. 


During the regular season, it is customary 
not to announce the starting pitchers until 
the lineups are exchanged 
30 minutes prior 
to game time.

The Japanese season is 130 games long. 
Each team plays five home games at a 
neutral site. 


In each of the five stadiums in which we 
played, a fence (6-9 feet high] was 
positioned in front of the first row of seats, 
completely surrounding the playing field. 
Thus, there are no problems with fans 
interfering with a ball in play or running on 
the field. 

The highest paid player is 37-yearold 
Hiromitsu Ochiai, a threetime Triple Crown 
winner who is making roughly $1.2 
million. 


There are no multi-year contracts, just one 
year deals for the players. 


The best seat in the Tokyo Dome for a 
Yomiuri Giants game is about $38.00. 
The cheapest primo seats are $19.00 by 
the Hanshin Tigers and the Seibu Lions. 


Each member of the champion Seibu Lions 
received about $12,000 as prize money, 
compared ю the $112,533 for each 
member of the World Champion Cincinnati 
Reds. 
Strangely, entire games are not televised. 
The network may televise an hour or two 
of a game and then switch to other 
programming. 


The average length of regular season 
games is 3 hours, ЗО minutes. 

The sacrifice bunt is used heavily during the 
season but not on the tour.

А. a kid growing up in tíny Myerstown, РА, I dreamed that 
someday I would wear a Phillies uniform and be a big-leaguer. 

By the time I had reached high school, I realized that my 
dream was just that...strictly a dream. As they say in the 
baseball business, "He can't play.” 

Some years (the exact number is for only me to know) later I 
lived the dream of putting on a Phillies uniform and playing 
baseball thanks to Dream Week, a concept Norm Amster began 
in 1984. 

Add my name to the 1,200 who have participated in Dream 
Week, a one-week camp in the Phillies winter home of 
Clearwater, FL. I was one of 100 who took part in the first of two 
one-week sessions at Carpenter Field in February. 

There I was among lawyers, doctors, dentists, accountants, 
insurance salesmen, businessmen, investment specialists, an 
antique dealer, a Shadow Traffic executive, sportswriter, 
maílman, an engineering consultant and various other walks of 
life. We had one thing in common...living a dream. 

We came from ten different states, including three from 
California. The ages were as young as 30 and as ancient as 67. 
(Average age was 42.3). 

They paid $3,495.00 for this dream. Some received it as a gift 
(birthday, anniversary or Christmas). One fellow was presented 
the week in lieu of a financial bonus by his company. 

Aside from the experience of playing baseball once more, I 
left with feelings that I belonged to a special fraternity —a group 
of guys who bonded together and developed new friendships.

A Taste of Histo

Wednesday, August 15, 1990. Terry Mulbolland didn't plan anytbing 
unusual, or do anytbing different. It was just bis 17tb start of tbe 
season and be was facing bis former teammates, tbe San Francisco 
Giants.

layers don't see no-hitters that often. In 
fact, when the Phillies saw Doug Drabek get 
his bid for a no-hitter spoiled by Sil 
Campusano with two outs in the ninth inning 
on August 3, they thought that was about as 
close as they would get. 

After all, the last and only no-hitter at 
Veterans Stadium was by Montreal's Pascual 
Perez and that was a 5-inning rain-shortened 
game in 1988. 

In Phillies history, there had been only six 
other no-hitters and 1,434 games had passed 
since Rick Wise pitched the last one on 
June 23, 1971 at Cincinnati. There had never 
been a no-hitter at Veterans Stadium or in 
Philadelphia, for that matter, in the 20th 
century. 

Not only that, there had never been more 
than seven no-hitters in the major leagues in 
one season, and as of August 14, there had 
already been seven. 

Terry said he had sharper concentration 
than usual, and was more focused during the 
game. ^I planned ahead more than usual. I was 
running pitch sequences through my mind. 
I'm usually not that detailed or focused in my 
thinking." 

The decisive moment arrived with Gary 
Carter at the plate. Two outs in the ninth 
inning, the minimum 26 batters had been 
retired. The count was 1-2. 

Terry prepared for the next pitch, but “ту 
right leg was feeling kind of wobbly. I stepped 
off the mound to calm down." 

Carter fouled off the next pitch. Then on a 
Terry Mulholland fast ball, he hit a shot down 
the third base line. Charlie Hayes went to his 
right and grabbed it for the final out. Terry 
moved into the record books. 

The only flaw was in the seventh inning, 
when Charlie Hayes was given an error for 
fielding a ball hit by Rick Parker but letting it 


sail away from first baseman 
John Kruk, pulling him off the 
bag. The next batter, Dave 
Anderson, grounded into a 
double play. 

He had faced the minimum 
27 batters, and was an inch away 
from having a perfect game. 

The only perfect game in 
Phillies history belongs to Jim 
Bunning, who pitched it on 
Father's Day, June 21, 1964. 
Coincidently, Terry Mulholland 
came to the Phillies in a trade on 
another Father's Day, 

June 18, 1989. 

Terry feels that he has done it 
once and he is capable of doing 
it again, but he has a realistic 
outlook also. ^One game doesn't 
make a career. I have to keep 
pitching. I must have more 
confidence and something to 
Work from; a reference point to 
always keep in my mind." 

Terry Mulholland is a quiet man who 
does not show much emotion, but he did 
show his appreciation to his teammates 
for their help. In the off-season he had mugs 
made in honor of the occasion and gave 
one to everyone on the team and in the 
front office. To the starters, he had the box 
score printed on actual game balls and 
handed those out. 

People all around Philadelphia now 
recognize Terry, but he says not too many 
people recognize him around the country. 
That may happen when he reaches his next 
baseball goal. . . pitching a victory in the 
World Series. 

The city of Philadelphia hopes he reaches 
that goal while he is still with us.

* Seeding, sodding, weeding, planting 
and mulching of the grounds surround- 
ing Veterans Stadium will continue. 

FAN CONDUCT 

Alcohol: Stadium management policy 

prohibits bringing alcoholic beverages 

into the stadium. Gate and security 
personnel are instructed to enforce this 
rule in the interest of safety. 

Banners, Signs: Banners and signs are 

welcome, providing they are in good 

taste as determined by the Phillies. They 


may not be hung or displayed on any 
part of the playing field or in a way that 
obstructs the view of fans or any stadium 
signage. If a banner interferes with the 
players' sight lines, the umpires may 
request its removal. 

Bottles, Cans, Cooler & Thermoses: City 
of Philadelphia ordinance prohibits the 
bringing of cans and bottles (glass or 
plastic) into the stadium as a safety 
measure. А thrown bottle or can could 
severely injure someone. Phillies 
Security will ask you to: (1) dispose of 
the bottle or can at the gate, or (2) return 
it to your car. Coolers are permitted to be 
carried into Veterans Stadium providing 
they: (1) take up no more space than that 
found under one seat and (2) contain no 
cans, bottles or alcoholic beverages. 
Thermoses are permitted providing they 
do not contain alcoholic beverages. The 
Phillies regret any inconvenience but 
hope fans realize the necessity of eliminat- 
ing a threat to the players' safety, as well 
as safety, comfort and pleasure of fans. 
Cameras, Video Equipment: 
Photographic and hand-held video 
cameras for personal use may be brought 
into the stadium provided game action is 
not recorded and use of such cameras 
does not interfere with another fan's 
enjoyment of the game. 

Clean Team: Back for the 4th straight 
season...a group of youngsters who 
patrol the 200-, 300- and 500-Level 
concourses and pick up litter to keep the 
Vet "spic and span." Fans are welcome to 
become unofficial members of the Clean 
Team by putting litter in trash contain- 
ers. Help keep YOUR stadium clean. 
Conduct: Fans using foul or abusive 
language and fans appearing to be in a 
drunken condition will be ejected from 
the stadium. If you observe another fan 


violating this policy, please contact one 
of the Phillies Hosts, Hostesses or 
Security personnel immediately. They 
have been schooled on how to handle 
these situations and will be able to take 
the required action. Should a member of 
your group become intoxicated, by all 
means don't let him or her drive! 

Foul Balls: Fans are welcome to keep any 
foul balls hit into the stands. BUT do not 
interfere with any ball in play, especially 
those fans sitting on field level. National 
League rules call for the ejection of fans 
who interfere with a ball in play, AND, 
holder assumes all risk and danger 
incidental to the game of baseball, 
whether occuring prior to, during or 
subsequent to the actual playing of the 
game, including without limitation, 
injury from thrown bats, thrown or 
batted balls and spectators' conduct, and 
holder agrees that neither The Phillies 
nor the opposing club nor their 
perspective players or agents shall be 
liable therefore. 

Playing Field: Also, in accordance with 
National League rules, any fan who 
enters the playing field shall be ejected 
from the stadium. 

Scalpers: The practice of scalping tickets 
is illegal. In many cases, tickets 
distributed by scalpers are represented 
for the wrong date or are stolen. Any 
tickets sold to or purchased from scalpers 
are liable to be confiscated. The Phillies 
also reserve the right to revoke the season 
ticket privileges of any fan whose tickets 
are found in the hands of scalpers. We 
would appreciate your help in 
eliminating this public nuisance. 
Tailgating: City of Philadelphia 
ordinance prohibits tailgating in parking 
lots managed by the Philadelphia Parking 
Authority. (Veterans Stadium, Spectrum, 
and J.F.K. parking lots).
